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REPORT  OF  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


The  Gorham  Budget  Committee  held  a  special  meeting  on 
November  16,  1965  for  the  purpose  of  accepting  federal  funds  as 
provided  under  Public  Law  89-10  for  the  Gorham  School  District, 
and  voted  as  follows : 

"The  Gorham  Budget  Committee  recommends  that  the  District 
accept  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  89-10,  designed  to  improve 
educational  opportunities  with  particular  reference  to  children 
of  low-income  families,  and  to  appropriate  such  funds  as  may  be 
made  available  to  the  District  under  said  federal  act  for  such 
particular  projects  as  may  be  determined  by  the  School  Board. 
Further,  to  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  such  funds  and  to  expend  the  same  for 
such  projects  as  it  may  designate,  including  cooperating  with 
other  school  districts." 

This  matter  was  presented  to  the  voters  at  a  special  school 
meeting  held  on  December  6,  1965  and  approved. 

At  the  regular  budget  meetings  held  in  January,  1966  the  follow- 
ing request  was  received  from  the  Selectmen: 

1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  request  that  the  Budget  Committee 

recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,000.00  for  Dredging. 
We  recommend  that  this  request  be  granted. 

The  Gorham  District  Nurse  Association  presented  two  budget 
proposals  for  1966,  the  first  to  include  $2,000.00  for  purchase  of  new 
car  for  the  nurse,  but  with  less  maintenance  of  car  expense,  amount- 
ing to  $8500.00;  the  second  showing  an  increase  in  car  maintenance 
while  retaining  the  present  vehicle  and  amounting  to  $6700.00  for 
total  budget. 

The  Budget  Committee  recommends  that  the  first  budget  in  the 
amount  of  $8,500.00  be  approved,  and  a  new  car  purchased. 

The  Gorham  School  Board  presented  two  special  petitions, 
appropriation  requests  for  which  were  included  in  the  proper  cate- 
gories in  their  regular  budget  presentation.  The  petitions,  which 
have  been  condensed,  follow: 

1.  Request  an  appropriation  of  $16,000.00  for  Libraries,  Audio- 
Visual,  Replacement  of  Equipment,  and  New  Equipment,  to 
take  advantage  of  additional  funds  available  under  the  Na- 
tional Defense  Education  Act.  Federal  funds  in  amount  of 
$8,000.00  and  a  trust  fund  in  amount  of  $258.78,  would  make 
the  net  cost  of  $7,741.22. 

2.  Request  an  appropriation  of  $2,565.75  for  hiring  a  part-time 
federal  coordinator  in  conjunction  with  the  other  towns  in 
Supervisory  Union  No.  20. 
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We  recommend  that  both  of  these  requests  be  granted. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  various  departments,  committees   and 
boards  for  their  prompt,  clear  and  comprehensive  presentation  of 
their  proposed  budgets.

To  the  Town  of  Gorham,  N.H. 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  of  the  Gorham  Information  Booth 
for  the  summer  months  of  1965.  The  Booth  was  open  weekends  of 
June  12-13,  19-20,  and  daily  June  26  through  September  6,  and  there- 
after on  the  fall  weekends  of  September  11-12,  18-19,  25-26,  October 
2-3,  and  October  9  through  12,  1965.  Hours  from  June  12  through 
September  6th  were  8:30  a.m.  to  8:30  p.m.,  and  during  the  fall  week- 
ends, 9:00  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 

The  total  number  of  cars  stopping  at  the  booth  for  information 
was  5,433  involving  a  total  of  17,075  people.  This  was  a  decrease  of 
thirteen  cars  and  ninety-eight  people  from  the  1964  season.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  all  fifty  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
were  represented  as  well  as  the  ten  Canadian  provinces  and  fourteen 
foreign  countries.

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Report  of  District  Court 


A  total  of  218  complaints  were  brought  before  the  Gorham  Dis- 
trict Court  by  town  and  state  police  officers  during  its  first  full  year 
of  operation  as  a  district  Court.  In  addition  to  disposing  of  these  218 
complaints,  thirteen  small  claims  cases  were  also  handled  by  the 
Court.  Total  fines  and  other  receipts  of  the  Court  amounted  to 
$3,396.70  during  the  year. 

By  way  of  comparison,  a  total  of  221  complaints  were  entered 
and  disposed  of  during  1964,  with  fines  and  receipts  (including  those 
from  small  claim  cases)  amounting  to  $3,441.10. 

As  in  the  past  violations  of  motor  vehicle  laws  represented  the 
principal  work  of  the  Court  with  a  total  of  194  out  of  218  complaints 
being  of  this  nature. 

The  assignment  of  Trooper  Robert  A.  Loven  of  Gorham  to  spe- 
cial duty  at  Hampton  Beach  during  summer  months  may  have 
played  a  part  in  the  slightly  lower  number  of  complaints  brought 
during  a  year  when  total  traffic  on  our  highways  was  higher  than 
in  the  past.  However,  this  is  only  conjecture  and  in  general,  coverage 
of  state  highways  outside  of  the  town  was  more  than  adequate.

The  Libby  Memorial  Swimming  Pool  was  open  for  a  period  of 
eleven  weeks  and  two  days  from  10:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m.  daily  for 
general  swimming.  Swimming  lessons  were  from  9:00  a.m.  to  12 
noon  Mon.  thru  Thurs.  and  from  10:00  a.m.  to  12  noon  Fridays  and 
Saturdays.  An  Adult  class  was  held  three  times  a  week  starting  at 
2:00  p.m.  Five  Life  Guards  and  a  Maintenance  Man  were  employed. 
Four  of  the  five  Life  Guards  were  qualified  Water  Safety  Instructors, 
having  completed  the  course  at  the  Red  Cross  National  Aquatic 
School.
